With 23 government sponsored bills 
in the clerk’s hands after being given 
first reading, the government appears 
to have its program of legislation well 
in hand, and the indications are that 
the session will not be a lengthy one. 
The number of bills brought down is 
about one third the number presented 


| 
on an average at the sessions. 
Perhaps one of the. most important 


pieces of legislation brought down to 
date ig the bill sponsored by Hon. J. 
F. Lymburn, to make uniform the law 
respecting liability in actions for dam_ 
ages for negligence where more than 
one party is at fault. This bill when 
passed will give the courts power to 
assess damages equitably [between 
both parties in a suit where damage 
can rightly be blamed on them, It 
also provides for the assessment of 
damages in traffic accidents where 
an accident could be avoided, but was 
not through the negligence of one 
party, even: though — the other was 
negligent.

Another bill brought down is an act 
respecting the sale by ‘auction of 
goods and chattels, which is also. 
sponsored by the attorney-gerleral, 
Mr. Lymburn. This bill is designed 
to prevent sale of goods and chattels 
at auctions to bidders without the 
auctioneer first making known what 
liens are against the goods. It will 
provide protection for purchasers at 


_| auction sales.
